undertaking the construction of an ir- 
rigation plant of their own that will 
give them water privileges on six hun- 
dred acres of land on their respective 
farms. Their land lies on the west 
banks of the Bow river, about three 
miles from Bow City. 
has been completed and work was be- 
gun on the main ditches before the 
present sitting of winter. Owing to 
the adaptable topography of their land 
they will be able to complete the work 
in time to use the water next spring 
should the season require it. 

A pumping station will be construct- 
ed on the flats qwith a steam unit of a 
hundred and ters horse power. This 
will elevate an eight-inch stream to 
the necessary level, one hundred and 
eighty feet above the level of the 
river. The expenditure is estimated 
to keep within twelve dollars an acre, 
while the cost of operation will not ex- 
ceed the ordinary water rental in es- 
tablished irrigation districts. 

The success of this scheme will no 
doubt lead to the promotion of several 
more private enterprises along the 
Bow River.
